The Beauty of the Royal 
Family. 



HER COURTSHIP AND MARRIAGE. 

An English Opinion of Uor Canadian 
Sojourn. 

(From London Truth.) 

Princess Louise may l»o styled the 
Beauty of Llie Royal Family. Slio has 
the regular features, an ngrceaWIe px- 
pression, a fair skin, sliouhlers which 
a sculptor would be under no tcniptu 
tation to correct in modelling a por- 
trait-bust of H. 11. II., and an elegant 
figure, which shows none of the Guelph 
tendency to "spread out." Her smile 
may be said to light up her face. The 
disposition of Princess Louise is se- 
rious, her mimner is not grave, and 
she keenly relishes Tun, wit, or hu- 
mour. There is a pood deal in lite 
Princess. Least of all the Queen's 
children she resembles the old Royal 
family, and most of all of them the 
Gotha branch of the House of Saxony. 
II. 11. H. is of the generation of ISIS. 
One might suppose that the heavy po- 
litical gales and temp-sis which began 
to sweep, in 1817, over the thrones of 
Europe, and did not abate until she 
was a year and a half old, quickened 
her blood ami gave her brain a fillip. 

The Queen's fourth daughter has 
none of that stolidity which we associ- 
ate with the German type of royally, 
and which conies of fulness of bread 
and idleness for a long series of gener- 
ations. Her mind is as active as if 
Parliament had not liberally provided 
for all her wants ami the Queen n fibril - 
ed her a supplementary dowry of 
£ 100,000. Without being original, 
the Princess has a distinct individuali- 
ty of character. 

A SECRET PASS IDS. 

Although she acts very much, accord- 
ing to her personal inspiration, she 
doetj not appear strongly impulsive — 
which she is. If she had not been 
early drilled to the restraints of court 
life, her feelings would often outrun 
judgemnt. The Princess is naturally 
drawn toward what is good, right and 
beautiful. Her instincts are fine, and 
as she gains experience of life and the 
world, the balance of her faculties be- 
come more evenly adjusted. Tn maid- 
en meditation fancy free she often 
thought she might s< t. a good example 
as a clergyman's wife. Anthony IVol- 
lope was calling attention to the cu- 
rates, rectors, and bishops of Kngland, 
and to the typical Mrs. Proud ie. 
This was in the first eight or nine 
years of the Queen's widowhood. The 
conversation in the Royal circle then 
frequently turned upon death and 
eternity. Meditations at the Frog- 
more mausoleum, the adornments of 
tomb there, memorial windows and 
.statues in Kngland and Saxe Cohurg, 
engrossed the attention of the unmar- 
ried scions of Loyally. As Mrs. 
Prothero, the rector's wife at Whip- 
pingham, bad a pretty talent for writ- 
ing verses, and wrote a touching poem 
on the virtue of ihe lamented Prince 
Consort, she was received ot Osborne 
on the footing of intiinole ami sympa- 
thetic friendship. Her peaceful and 
beautifully kept rectory, Trollope's no- 
vels aiding, made the Princess fall in 
love with the Church. She thought it 
would he nicer to settle down in an 
Ei i <dish parsonage than to be a Her/.o- 
gin in a dull German town. Natural- 
ly, an arohiepiscopal palace would he 
the reward of good deeds performed at 
the rectory. But this day dream was 
not to be realized. No Battenhcrg or 
Saxe- Weimar bad graduated at an 
English' University and entered Holy 
Orders. Elder sons of the very great 
aristocratic families were not drawn 
towards the Church. Neither were 
vounger ones, except in the noble 
"house of Beresford ; and the rich eccle- 
siastical prizes they had won were in 
the Irish Church which had just been 
disestablished. 

H. R. H. had firmly resolved not to 
settle in Germany. Her decision was 
strengthened by tho events of 1870-71, 
which placed the Grand Dukes and 
Princes of the old Confederation under 
the finger and thumb of Bismmrk. If 
she was to be a subject, she would pre- 
fer subjection to the English Crown. 
The Princess has an eye which, though 
it does not seem watchful, absorbs im- 
pressions ns a sponge takes in water. 
She must, in her trip;, to Cohurg, have 
noticed how German Princes smoke, 



eat raw salt meat to give them a keen- 
er relish for beer, and how slovenly 
they are, unless in military uniform, 
when they are as stiff as drill-ser- 
geants. She ail mired the easy correct- 
ness of the thoroughbred English gen- 
tleman, which rendered her more alive 
to Teutonic clumsiness. 

HER MAKIUAliE. 

Princess Louise was over twenty 
when it was agreed that she should be 
emancipated from the leaden gloom of 
Windsor by marriage. But to whom 
marry her? She went very little into 
society — only now and then going to 
theatre or to a dance at Marlborough 
House. Her opportunities to make a 
choice were few, and then the heirs to 
great nobiliary titles and hereditary 
estates did not relish being "chosen." 
Jt was out of the question to entertain 
the idea of and alliance with any but 
the first-chop degree of aristocracy. 
Matchmakers were plentiful. A mem- 
ber of the Peerage with a long rent-roll 
and high German title was thought of. 
But he formed another engagement. 
Gossiping tongues also clacked about 
an Earl whose fortune and personal 
standing in tho country rontlered him a 
parti iwrlaiile, hut he got entangled 
with an illustrious widow. Lord 
Lome, who had been almost from the 
time he was an undergraduate an ad- 
mirer of the Princess, but did not ven- 
ture to look so high, was not at tirst 
thought of. He had distinguished 
himself in the University, written a 
book of travels, and aspired to be a 
poet. The Princess had known him 
from childhood. When it was under- 
stood that she would not marry out of 
Englann, steps were taken lo urge his 
suit. His grandmother on the mater- 
nal side was one of the Queen's most 
intimate fsieiuls. Tho Duke of Argyll 
had her Majesty's ear. Although one 
of His Grace's sons is in the wine 
trade, McCallum More stands amongst 
the highest in tho Scotch Peerage, and 
has a right t.ci quarter the lloyal I'lantag- 
genet arms nn Ids shield. 

The Princess was " brought homo" in 
triumph to Invernry. Wedding presents 
were sent to lier from members of the 
Campbell clan dispersed ever every Bri- 
tish colony and settlement, all of whom 
claimed kindred to the marquis. Her 
truo home was Kensington, where she ar- 
ranged for herself the prettiest nest im- 
aginable. The talent of tile Princess for 
housekeeping is remarkable. She served 
an apprenticeship at Osborne Cottage to 
a cook, confectioner, laundress of tine 
things, sempstress and dressmaker. Every 
day for years a dish appeared at the 
Queen's table at Osborne that was made 
by one of Her Majesty's daughters; unco 
u week a tin box full of cakes, which were 
mixed and baked by them, were Rent to 
tho German Crown Princess, with fruits 
and flowers from the cottage garden. 

AT K1DKAL' HALL. 

Princess Louise started m married life 
with the determination not to be the rival 
on their own ground of plutocrats' wives. 
There was to be comfort us well as ele- 
gance in her establishment, but no osten- 
tation. At Rideau Hall, her Canadian 
oUicial almde, she affects more stalo. 
Once a week, when the legislature is in 
session, she gives a formal banquet. A 
day or two after there is an informal din- 
ner, which Canadians term " the scrap 
feast." To bo asked to it is thought to 
be a mark of favor. A piper dressed in 
Campbell plaid is in attendance and per- 
forms at dessert on his noisy instrument. 
On Sundays English visitors lo Ottawa 
are asked in quite an unceremonious way 
to partake of a family dinner, which is 
snug and well served, and enlivened by 
the cheery humor and rattle of Lady So- 
phia MacNamara, who is most reserved 
when Canadians are present. The Mar- 
quis sticks to the Kirk. It was a disad- 
vantage to him to arrive at Ottawa imme- 
diately after Lord Dufferin had gone 
away. His predecessor was geniality it- 
self. The Marquis is highly cultivated, 
but the product of a poor soil. He is at 
once too much and too little of the Prince 
Consort. The Princess remains an An- 
glican. She performs her devotions at 
St. Bartholomew's, the lower of which 
she has furnished with a chime of bells 
that never fail to ring merrily on royal 
birthdays. 

H. It. H. is not ascetic, but she practi- 
ces in many things rigorous self-denial. 
She is often called upon to exhort school 
children, is expected to set a good ex- 
ample, and is terribly afraid of degener- 
ating into a humbug. Hence the sharp 
self-imposed discipline. When traveling 
with a suite and without the Marquis, 
she chooses in tho hotel where apartments 
have been engaged the worst room for 
herself. If she is in a wild place, whore 
the table is rough, she picks out the 
coarsest morsels. When she was new to 
Canada she did not understand the people 
there, and treated tho struggling colonists 
too much as English poor folk, who know 
their proper stations and are content to 
vegetate. She has now come to see that 
what is most wanting in the colony ia that 
kind of enthusiasm for ideas which exist 
in New England. Princess Louise is well 
qualified to give a mental and artistic 
stimulus to the rich Canadians who are 
admitted to her circle. She is highly ac- 
complished, and much mora than a 
dilettante. Her landscape paintings from 
nature, her portraits, and her designs for 
wood carvers are not executed in the 
feeble style of the more amateur. 
as a hostess'. 

II. 11. II. is a delightful hostess, when 
she does not become absorbed in some 
particular person and forgot her other 
guests. Unwittingly she once gave mor- 
tal offence to a nunibor of ladies of Brit- 
ish extraction, by one evening after an 
informal dinner at Rideau Hall, paying 
undivided attention to the French-speak- 
ing wife of a Quebec senator, The lady 
whom she thus honored had been to Eu- 
rope, was charmingly pretty, sweet-voic- 
ed, sweet-mannered, graceful, and had 
already excited by her natural and ac- 
quired advantages, burning jealousy at 
Ottawa. While tho Princess was talking 
to her, in her Royal Highness' animated 
way, about old world acquaintances, the 



others sat round frigid and silent in a 
circle. Being in a small drawing room, 
and not quito ut their easo in the presence 
of a royal Governess-General, they did 
not divide into giuups and chat with each 
other. At last one of them broke out. 
She went to an aid-de-camp and said : 
" Do, I beg, take pity on us and talk with 
us in English while wo are waiting for 
our sleighs. I am afraid that if you do 
not our tongues will get paralyzed for 
want of use." 

TUB " LOW NECK " ORDER. 
It is not true that the Princess regards 
the low bodied court dress us a sacred in- 
stitution. The ukase enjoining ladies 
who intended to present themselves at 
the receptions of tho Princess at Govern- 
ment house to wear cut down dresses did 
not emanate from her. but from a fussy 
aid-de-camp whom Lord Dufferin had left 
behind to initiate the Marquis of Lome. 
Knowing what a conservative tho Queen 
is in such matters, he thought tho Prin- 
cess must be one also. Ottawa is not St. 
James'. The extremely stout old ladies 
ill tho name of decency protested. The 
lean kino were furious. Those subject to 
bad colds and bronchitis said they acquir- 
ed their ailments from having a royal 
Governess-General, who had no sympathy 
with human weakness. Of course the 
newspapers threw fat on the lire, and 
where the princess looked for smiling 
countenances, she saw only sullen faces. 
She very soon got home sick. Tho noise 
of the Chaudioro waterfall near llidcau 
Hall exasperated her nerves, although 
sLe never saw tho cataract, its spray, and 
attendant rainbow without admiration. 
No doubt the sensations which it produc- 
ed were followed by reactions. It is 
unhealthy for the mind to go to live in 
the midst of sublime scenery to which 
one has not been accustomed from in- 
fancy. The Princess was very glad to 
find herself again in England. But when 
she had quite recovered from the sleigh 
accident, and had been some time in Eu- 
rope, she looked forward with pleasure 
to returning to Canada. She was the 
chief personage there. Shooting the ra- 
pids on the Ottawa river was such exhil- 
arating fun! It was so enjoyable to go 
salmon fishing in tho colonial way! And 
then the towns in the States were so 
amusing. Everywhere in the west she 
and Prince Leopold, when they were 
there incognito, heard themselves spoken 
of as " Queen Vick's Chicks," found real- 
istic portraits of themselves in the local 
journals, and were diligently "inter- 
viewed." They were both present at the 
Chicago convention, wheio Garfield was 
nominated for the Presidency.

The above quotation will nut havo faded 
from the recollection uf any resident of 
this city or province of from four to live 
years' standing. Within a few days of 
tliu returns tieiug in for tho general elec- 
tion » > f 1878, some opposition hack of 
that day published a few doggerel versos 
in tho Standard, in which tlio above line 
was the refrain. This was seized upon 
hy the organ as a text for numerous lead- 
ing articles and the line appeared every- 
where; at the head of several columns, 
among the local items, in fact wherever 
it would be moat likely to strike the read- 
er's eye, "0, A. C. E. Resign," was 
served up, hashed and rehashed ad nau- 
seam till absolute disgust was a poor syn- 
onym for thu feeling it, engendered in the 
community. And all this notwithstand- 
ing the fact tho cry arose within a month 
after an election was held which was a 
comparative victory for the Elliott gov 
eminent when placed by the side of the 
tremendous heating that the self-consti- 
tuted premier Boa von has sustained. 
Only one member of that government 
was defeated at the polls; tho other two 
were returned hy large majorities; yet 
tho ministry, having tho welfare of the 
province before their eyes and a duo re- 
gard for responsible government, gave up 
the reins of power, their successors were 
appointed to office, the new elections 
were held and in a little more than two 
months from the date of the general elec- 
tion the new house was in session. What 
a contrast does this Rump government 
present to the patriotic course pursued 
by their predecessors; one member beat- 
on at tho polls and another unseated on 
petition; three- fifths of the now house 
avowedly and unmistakably in opposition 
and at least another eighth of tho whole 
number ready to join its ranks. Ex-pro- 
mier Elliott retired in a little mote than 
a month; premier Heaven — made so by 
circumstances and not by the aullragos of 
tho legislature -still clings to the loaves 
and tishes, although nearly six months 
have elapsed since the plain verdict of tho 
people condemned him to ministerial 
death. "<>, A. 0. E. Resign," has been 
conveniently forgotten by the present il- 
1 occupants of the treasury benches. 
Then was-then; but. now is now. Then 
Heaven was poor and hungry, thirsting 
after power and pelf; now he is rich and 
catches at tho proverbial straws of the 
drowning man in the vain hope that 
something will turn up in his favor, or at 
least that a few weeks more of the emol- 
uments of office may be scooped into his 
cotters before, the inevitable and ignomin- 
ious kicking out comes, to which lie is 
certainly destined before the ides of Feb- 
ruary. The unpmvhiisable opposition of 
to-day might with a thousand times more 
propriety exclaim and keep on exclaiming 
" O, Robert 11. resign," than had Robert 
R. (N: Company for ringing tho changes 
on tho doggerel line which was their war 
cry of 1878. 



THE RAILWA Y STATION hol'SKS 

Tho Yale Sentinel for aoiuo weeks past 
has kept up •'. constant tiro about alleged 
irregularities connected with th<s construc- 
tion of the station houses along the line 
of the Yalo-fciavona railway. The charges 
have recently taken a form so decided and 
serious that they cannot longer be passed 
in silence. Official notice must be taken 
of them. The charges, as conveyed 
through the medium of the Sentinel, con- 
sist in attacks on Don. Mr. Trutoh, Mr. 
Onderdonk and a Mr. Patterson. The 
last named became contractor for the con- 
struction of tile station houses and Mr. 
Onderdonk became his security. After 
carrying tho work on to a certain stage 
Patterson failed and his unfortunate 
workmen to this day are unpaid. Mr. 
Onderdonk, a3 the bondsman of tho de- 
linquent contractor, took over the work, 
completed the houses and received the 
money; but whether in whole or in part 
is not known. The gravamen of ttie 
Sentinel's charge is that before the money 
had been paid to Mr. Onderdonk the 
wages owing by tho contractor should 
been paid by Mr. Trutch, acting for the 
Dominion government. It is a question 
how far Mr. Onderdonk, in becoming 
security, made himself liable for the pay- 
mentof Patterson's liabilities. Tho secur- 
ity exacted by Mr. Trutch would seem to 
havo extended only to the due completion 
of the work; and Mr. Onderdonk, as tho 
bondsman, may have been a heavy loser 
by the contractor's default. Mr. Trutch's 
responsibility probably coasod when the 
work was completed and he had no alter- 
native but to pay over the money. If, as 
the Sentinel, appears to think, Mr. On- 
derdonk profited by Patterson's default, 
there are means at, baud for arriving at 
the facts. It seems hard that working 
men should suffer through tho dofault of 
a contractor on a public work, because a 
mechanic's lien will not. lie as against gov- 
ernment property ; but the bondsman may 
havo lost heavily in discharging his obli- 
gation to the government and had he 
been a man of straw, instead of a sub- 
stantial citizen, the workmen would still 
havo lost their money and the govern- 
ment would not have secured the houses, 
llowever, these reflections are beyond the 
question at issue. The matter has gone 
too far and nn official inquiry should bu 
instituted. We understand that Mr. 
Trutch has recommended this course to 
the Ottawa government aim courts the 
fullest inquiry. It would require a good 
deal of very direct evidence to convince 
the people of this province that he has 
been privy to a crooked transaction. 

TORPEDOES A NJ) PRINCESSES. 

There are various rumors prevailing as 
to the causes which influenced the Mar- 
quis and the Princess in making their 
sudden change of route on leaving this 
province, and proceeding direct to San 
Francisco instead of up the Sound and 
thence to Portland. Even supposing 
harmless practical jokes were only in- 
tended, people travelling for pleasure do 
not like being made nervous by unac- 
countable railway collisions, or to receive 
threatening letters to the efi'ect that the 
vessel in which they are about to sail will 
bo blown Uf. Ladies especially are apt 
to be nervous tinder such treatment, and 
princesses aro probably no exception in 
this respect.; though as distinguished per- 
sonages they are doubtless trained to ex- 
pect a certain amount of attention from 
cranks who would probably soon attain a 
healthy mental condition under a few 
persuasive lunches from the "cat." The 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer stales it wag ru- 
mored that it was a threatening letter, to 
tho effect that the expected guests would 
bo blown up while pausing over the Ci- 
thern Pacifier which prevented tho visit. 
Re thia-as it may, i' is :t somewhat hu- 
miliating thought that tho American pco- 



plo cannot oxtond their courtesies to 
whom they think proper without having 
their invited guests terrorized into un- 
willingly declining the proffered invita- 
tion unless it happens to be agreeablo in 
certain quarters. Who these people are 
it ia not for us to say, but they are prob- 
ably members of an organization which 
our friends on tho other side the border 
have, in times gone by, petted consider- 
ably; in fact it seems to be a little case of 
11 chickens coming home to roost." Wo 
havo no doubt that tho people of Portland 
and the Sound would have been glad to 
see both the Princess and tho Governor 
General; that they would have received 
them with all the honors of American 
hospitality, and that tho guests them- 
selves would havo enjoyed the visit. Rut 
the unpleasant fact remains that the visit 
did not take place and the cause iH left to 
conjectures of the most unpleasant kind.

Retail Liquor Liconsci. 

To tue Editor: — I see as usual a host 
of petitions in tho field wanting liquor 
licenses. Really somo folks must imag- 
ine that there is a bonanza in the rum 
bottlo. The temerity of these applicants 
is amusing when viewed with the fact of 
the repeated resolutions of the city fath- 
ers that no more licenses should be 
granted. 

I know that one very plausible reason 
set forth by every man who would like to 
encroach on his neighbor's preserves is 
that one man has as much right to sell as 
another. So ho has on the samo princi- 
ple that any man can live in a stone man- 
sion if no olio else claims it. When a 
man influenced by covetouaness or greed 
seeks a license in a neighborhood already 
overcrowded with saloons, he is only mak- 
ing an experiment to see how many 
apples he can lilch from his neighbor's 
basket. This is a fact so plain that none 
but fools influenced by the worst princi- 
ples of communism would try to gainsay. 
Already in this city there are more 
licensed houses, each paying a heavy muni- 
cipal rate, than in hundreds of towns in 
any other part of the world with four 
times the number of white inhabitants. 
It has always been found expedient in 
well governed communities to restrict 
this traffic and confine it within due limits. 
In this city it is tho reverse. Owing to 
the existence of no properly constituted 
licensing board vested rights havo been 
encroached upon in many instances, till 
tho fact is that the yearly takings of many 
old houses are out of idl proportion to the 
usual scale of such burdens. "And tho 
cry is still they come." 1 would suggest 
to all and everyone desirous of going into 
the whisky business to buy out some ex- 
isting licensed house as I have no doubt 
many would gladly sell. 

To my mind there is something of the 
sneak thief principle in seeking to rival a 
neighboring establishment doing a good 
business that has paid for the privilege 
heavily for years. In any other British 
community 1 question if it would bo id- ! 
lowed. 

Again, if our city fathers must needs j 
stultify themselves let them throw the 
licences open tho same as a grocer's or 
any other pedler's permit and charge the 
usual annual 610. This is a sensible pro 
position and relieves them from a dilem- 
ma which tltey don't seem to care to com- 
bat with with any scheme at all satisfac- 
tory. 

To show what a burlesque the council's 
resolutions are deemed, there is a petition, 
evidontly from some crank, to license a 
shed on Johnson street. We arc drift- 
ing to primitive times, when a canvas 
roof and the usual cask of rot-gut on a 
dual board were suflicient cause for a 
victular's licence. 

Shades of Deluiouico and Astor, what 
next ? 

I would advise to the saloon keepers to 
sink the petty jealousies always coexist- 
ent with over-crowded competition and 
combine to frame laws to govern their 
business, all tho better if copied from such 
made and provided in older communities. 
For it is a fact worthy of serious consid 
oration to every owner of a license that 
in a small town like this witlt such a lim- 
ited population every new licence 
issued whilst it injures some directly in- 
jures every one in tho business remotely; 
so that to allow licences to be scattered 
in overy likely and unlikely place humor- 
ing tho whim of any walking piece of 
greediness in the town is a shameful rob- 
bery of any house previously licensed.

Hudson Say P.oport. 

One of thu most noteworthy features of 
the week in the Canadian market has been 
the publication of the report of the Hud- 
son Ray Company to be submitted at the 
meeting of the shareholders on Tuesday 
week. Its eli'ect has been a decided fall 
in tho shares of the Company, but though 
disappointing to speculators, as far as I 
can gather the general body of the pro- 
prietors do not regard the document as 
unsatisfactory. They know that thoir 
committee are pre-eminently cautious, 
and they would prefer them to err on 
this side of prudence than on the reverse. 
Ami the report is certainly most cautious 
in tone and spirit. It states that "The 
total quantity of furs collected during 
the outfit is in excess of that of the pre- 
vious year, while it may bo mentioned 
that officers in charge of many of the dis- 
tricts from which these collections are 
made report favorably of the position 
of the Company with regard to tho 
fur trade." But, "Until the fur 
sales are held in the spring and the ac- 
counts uf the different departments are 
closed, the committee cannot give an esti- 
mate of the probable result of the year's 
trade, and therefore they do not propose 
the payment of an interim dividend." 
The committee, however, proceed to say 
that the general trade at Winnipeg has 
developed so satisfactorily that the pros- 
pects justify an extension in the districts 
further west. Further, the rapid pro- 
gress in railway construction and the pros- 
porous condition of Manitoba, after the 
recent good harvest , are also pointed to 
as likely to prove beneficial to the inter- 
ests of the company. The action of the 
committee in continuing to distinguish 
between the revenue derived from the 
land sales and the profits made as a trad- 
ing company is generally approved. 1 
may mention in this connection that the 
report states that the sales of the past five 
months "bring tho gross amount of the 
sales of the company's lands to £1,119, ■ 
10!!, out of which I'-'OO.OOO was returned 
to the shareholders in duly last, the bal- 
ance, as the shareholders are aware, being 
payable by annual instalments with in- 
terest at the rale of 7 per cent, per an- 
num. These instalments the committee 
an: glad to report continue to be received 
with regularity, and a mill of about 
L'l'iO.OOO on this account has been ad- 
vised as paid in the interval between dune 
and September last. The account show- 
ing the receipts and expenses of the 
land department will bu published as 
usual in June next, when the governor 
and committee will propose, should the 
accounts justify it, to make a further re- 
turn of capital from the balance in hand.

Muirhead, Edward McBride, John Brant 
film Indian chief) Judge Edwards, and 
others whose names he cannot remember. 
They declined lo have anything to do 
with the matter, and somo of then never 
went back lo lodge meeting again. 

Our informant likewise states that those, 
who are reported to havo kidnapped Mor 
gan nil came to violent deaths, with one 
exception, as follows' Col. King, of Nia- 
gara county, N. Y., fell dead in a bar- 
room; Whitney, of I; ichester, died a mis- 
erable death; Howard, of New York, was 
drowned in Buffalo creek; Adams, one of 
tho leaders, was drowned in Niagara riv- 
er; Garside, of Niagara, fell from his 
hurse ami broke his neck; Col. Jewitt 
died in Lockport. his last years being very 
miserable, being unable to sit still. The 
only one who lived out his days was Mr, 
Cliubbuck, who died a natural death in 
Lewiston not long ago .

Tho history of the Mississippi delta is 
a history of repeated overllows. 

Francois Xavier Martin records an ex- 
traordinary ri.se in 1718. 

Gagarre states that in 1735 tho waters 
wuro so high that many levoes wero 
broken and New Grleaii3 was inun- 
dated. 

A great flood is reported by Gov. Sar- 
pent us occurring in 1770, of which few 
particulars aro given. 

In 1762 the xvholo districts of Attak- 
; pas aud Opelousas wero inundated. 

Another overflow occurred in 1785, 
another in 1791, others in 1796 aud 
1799, and in 1809, according to Gov. 
Sargent, the resulting devastation was 
so great tho people imagined tho North- 
ern lakes had broken through a channel 
to tho rivor. 

Tn 1811 and in 181.1 tho river again 
broke through the levee, inundating tho 
011 tiro Tech n country, and in 1815 "a 
very great flood " occurred, in which tho 
Ohio river reached at its mouth the 
highest point over recorded. 

Again in 1816, 1823 and 1824 portions 
of tho country vrero overflowed. 

Betweeu 1821 and 18G0 seven "great" 
Hoods aro recorded, respectively in 1828, 
18-U, 1819, 1850, 1851, 1858 and 1859. 
All these wero marked with greot de- 
struction of property, but that of 1850was 
by hu tho worst, the damage occasioned 
being immfcuse, the St. Francw, Tensas 
and Yazoo bottoms being entirely sub- 
merged. The principal breaks in the 
leveo were above the Louisiana lino at 
Bayou Macon, at Point Lookout, at 
Island No, 102, at Now Carthago and at 
Rodney. The water during this over- 
llow"roso steadily until March 15, thon 
declined slowly until early in April, then 
roso again until the middle of May, 
when they attained their highest point, 
and then rapidly subsided, resulting in 
the almost-entire destruction of the 
crops.
